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PUBLIG HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1949 


Public health nursing service has been uninterrupted in 
Washington this past year. Your health committee, under the 
able leadership of Mrs. Gertrude Jones, has assisted in the 
planning and functioning of the various programs. Washington 
‘s most fortunate in having this group of intelligent mothers 
and women who are interested in the welfare of the boys and 
girls, and are willing to preserve and work for the promotion 
of health. They are to be commended for the dental clinic 
which they have made possible to the school children this year. 
Mrs. Jones presided at this year’s annual meeting of Knox 
County Health Councils which took place at Union this fall. 
She did a splendid job. 

School immunization clinics were held in May and June. 
Audiometer testing for hearing was also done in the spring. 
This is the most accurate test for hearing which can be given, 
and every second year the machine is made available to the 
nurse. All the children from grade four and up are included. 

Three Child Health Conferences were held during the sum- 
mer. Infants and preschool children were examined and immu- 
nized against smallpox, diphtheria and whooping-cough by a 
conference physician.

A glance at the comparative figures of cost for secondary 
tuition of last year and of the proposed reveals a very sub- 
stantial increase. This is due to the new rates per secondary 
pupil which the new state law permits towns to charge that 
are maintaining high schools. There has been a very marked 
increase in the cost of conducting the high school and no doubt 
the new legislation is fair and just. 

We did our major repair work on the West and Hodge 
schools. Only minor repairs were cared for at Razorville and 
the Village schools. 

The special session of the legislature made available money 
that was already due us in our regular state school fund. The 
state school funds were depleted and the only source of fulfill- 
ing the allocations, prescribed by law, was to take money from 
the state’s surplus. This should be evidence beyond all doubt 
that our state must have some new major tax program. 
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The rural areas of Maine should await with anxiety the out- 
come of the bill, now on the agenda before Congress, for pro- 
posed federal aid to our schools. 

May I have the effort and courage to do my job, as you 
continue to trust me with your most priceless possessions.

The increase in the appropriation which the school com- 
mittee is asking for this year is due almost entirely to the in- 
crease in secondary education cost. To be sure, the schools 
who are taking care of our high school pupils are not charg- 
ing us high rates. The charge that towns can make is regu- 
lated by state law today, and these towns are, in general, 
much lower than the rest of the state and surrounding towns. 
Our proposed appropriation has not increased as has our sec- 
ondary school expense. This is due to the fact that we had 
a substantial balance on hand to start with this year. The 
small overdraft is due to the fact that we were severely clipped 
in our state school fund. The state did not have the money. 
There is apparent wisdom in Governor Payne’s statement, 
that either the laws should be repealed and adjusted or they 
should be fulfilled by making available to the towns the full 
amount of money that is prescribed. In every case, when the 
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state fails to do this, an extra burden falls upon the local 
property taxpayer who is already overburdened. If the legis- 
lature now in session does not enact new laws then we will be 
more severely shorted in our state school funds next year and 
increasingly so for each succeeding year. Commissioner Ladd 
has advised us to do our budgeting in terms of the laws as 
they now stand. 


We did the usual minor repairing of all school buildings. 
The stoves have all been guard-railed for safety. Both the 
West and the Hodge Schools were given an interior decorating. 
A ventilator was installed at the Hodge School. 


New seats, for which money was appropriated last year, 
have not been obtainable as yet. I have just received word 
_ from the company that they will be shipped possibly in May. 
All such items as seats have been placed on quota. It so 
happens, too, that because of the tremendous number of new 
school buildings having been built throughout the nation, 
seats have been hard to obtain previous to this final emer- 
gency, which took its tempo in June. 


I think we should feel fortunate that our schools have been 
going along so well this year. I feel that our teachers and 
conveyors have given us good service and that our secondary 
school pupils are placed in the hands of good schools. 


It is very probable that we will suffer somewhat for lack 
of many kinds of school supplies from now on. Already there 
are some items which we cannot obtain. 


It is in solicitation of your courage to carry on during these 
days of changing and threatening events that I submit this 
report to you.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S ANNUAL REPORT 


1950 


I am happy to report that much more has been accomplished 
in the community health work this past year than formerly. 
It will be noted that this has required more of the nurse’s time 
than usual. 


Twenty-one visits were made into the town over sixteen 
last year. In the spring two school immunization clinics were 
held when sixty-two school children received protection 
against diphtheria and smallpox. During the summer three 
Child Health Conferences were held. Seventeen infants and 
preschool children were examined and given inoculations 
against whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus. Assistance 
was given the conference physician who was chosen-by the 
health council but whose services were paid for through state 
funds. 


This fall school health examinations were given during four 
clinics. All school children with few exceptions were given 
physical examinations by a physician and results have been 
charted on their permanent health cards. Follow-up visits 
will be made by me until remedial defects are corrected as soon 
as possible. I hope the value of this program will be realized 
by the townspeople in general so that they will wish to make 
it possible to continue, by raising the necessary funds, which 
are not large. 


Hearing tests were done late this fall in all the schools by 
means of the audiometer, again made available to the nurse 
through the State Bureau of Health. In all, fifteen visits were 
made to the schools during the year. 


Home visits have been made as usual. Fifty-one were made 
to infants, an increase of more than 100% over last year. 
Health supervision and instruction has been given in these 
visits and cod-liver oil capsules given when indicated. 
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Too much credit cannot be given the Washington Health 
Council members for their excellent cooperation and help 
throughout all the programs, especially the new school health 
program. It would have been impossible for a nurse alone to 
have accomplished such a worth-while community health 
program.

A glance at the appropriation for last year in comparison 
with that being requested this*year reveals that we are able 
to reduce last year’s appropriation. This figure will, from 
year to year, fluctuate, due to many circumstances. Secondary 
tuition is sure to change considerably. The state money, we 
hope, will become a permanent formula in the near future. 
This year the state paid nearly full allocation. Next year, 
however, we will be cut a little over 7%. This is due to the 
fact that the legislature did not appropriate sufficient funds 
to fulfill the new formula for allocating the State School Money. 
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The repair program has been this year carried out very care- 
fully with respect to the amount of money made available to 
us. The shed at West Washington was shingled and repaired 
in general. A great deal of miscellaneous and minor repairs 
were taken care of on all other buildings throughout the school 
year. Next year minor repairs will likewise need to be cared 
for. 

The lunch program has been well cared for, and assistance 
from the town finances has been of tremendous help. The 
surplus commodities from the government have been very few 
due to world conditions and the repeal of the Farm Support 
legislation. 

Our most trying problem is to secure teaching staff. The 
shortage of teachers is getting worse each year and is now 
much worse than it was during the war.

Gibbs Free Library was opened to the public on April 21, 
1950, and has been open each Thursday since, whenever Li- 
brarian has been able to get there. Both fiction and non-fiction 
books have been purchased and also several children’s books. 
In January the Trustees purchased a wood heater to replace 
the stove which had been in use but was considered unsafe for 
any further use. At the suggestion of the Insurance Inspector 
a zinc mat was placed under the heater for further protection. 
Books have been donated by Maurice Witham, Dorothea 
Phillips, Clara Overlock, Sandra Dawson and several others. 
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There are now 2925 volumes on the shelves and the circula- 
tion 700, which is an increase over last year. Only a small 
amount has been collected for fines as books have been 
promptly returned or rechecked. The trustees have taken 
into consideration the fact that radio, T. V. and other activi- 
ties are such that many people spend less time in reading, there- 
fore fail to patronize the library, not because of lack in interest 
but lack of time. 


We as trustees urge an occasional visit in order to show in- 
terest or offer suggestions which might be a help to both libra- 
rian and trustees and increase the circulation.

To JOHN L. CARROLL, a Constable of the Town of Wash- 
ington, within and for the County of Knox, 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Washington 
qualified to vote on town affairs, to assemble at the Town 
House, in said Town of Washington, on the 17th day of March, 
at ten o'clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
. Art. 2. To choose a Clerk to serve for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Selectmen 
and other town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose a board of Selectmen, Assessors and 
Overseers of Poor, Town Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, one or 
more Road Commissioners, one member of the School Board, 
to serve for a term of three years, one Library Trustee, and 
all other necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art.5. Tosee what sum of money if any the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for making and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. ($1500.00 rec.) + excise tax. 


Art. 6. Tosee what sum of money if any the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for snow removal for the ensuing year 
and what action they will take relative tosame. ($2000.00 rec.) 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to accept, as a town 
road, the road leading from U. S. Route 220, to the farm of 
Kenneth Hutchins. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept for repairs 
and snow removal, the road leading to the farm of Kenneth 
Hutchins, or exempt said farm from real estate tax. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$500.00 for the Volunteer Fire Department.

To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Special Resolve Road Main- 
tenance. ($300.00 rec.) 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for gravel and other material on 
unimproved road construction. ($200.00 rec.) 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to cover the cost of street light- 
ing. ($310.00 rec.) 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for elementary and secondary schools, 
including teachers’ wages, fuel, tuition, janitors, conveyance, 
textbooks and supplies. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the salary of Superintendent of 
Schools. ($340.00 rec.) 
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Art. 17. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for repairs of school buildings. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Post War Building Fund. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for relief of dependents. 
($1800.00 rec.) 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for flags for soldiers’ graves. 
($30.00 rec.) 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Gibbs Free Library. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the annual audit of town 
books. ($300.00 rec.) 


Art. 23. To see what compensation the town will vote to 
pay the various town officers for the ensuing year, also to fix 
compensation of teams, trucks, labor and other equipment 
on public roads. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money if any the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for abatement of taxes. 
($50.00 rec.) 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for public nurs- 
ing in Washington, said sum to be expended by the State 
Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Health examinations in our schools. 
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Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of Maine 
Publicity Bureau, to be used for advertising the natural re- 
sources, advantages, attractions, etc., of the State of Maine 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, 
of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
of 2% on taxes paid before July 10th, and what sum if any 
they shall raise and appropriate for same. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will fix a date when taxes shall 
be due and payable and see if the town will fix a rate of in- 
terest to be charged on taxes unpaid after this date. 


Art. 30. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell and dispose of property acquired by tax lien process 
on such terms as they deem advisable and to execute quit 
claim on tax lien deeds for same. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $35.00 for dues to the Maine Municipal 
Association.

To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for repairs to the village drainage 
system. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for 
civilian defense as requested by the State Department. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $150.00 for school lunch program. 
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Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to have the Town 
House painted and what sum of money if any they will vote 
to raise and appropriate for same. 


Art. 37. To see what sum, if any, the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for furniture and other equipment for 
Town Hall and Selectmen’s office. 


Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 to be used for the control of White 
Pine Blister. 


Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1087.50 to apply on loan and interest on 
notes to Smith & Co.
